Finding home in Chicago 


T have these brief, 
fleeting moments 
when I think about 
the next place I want 
to live. Some days 
it’s back to Southern 
California. Other 
days it’s somewhere 
new, maybe interna- 
tional like London. 
Sometimes it’s even 
just Miami, mostly 
because I want to 
know what Pitbull is rapping about. 

Home has always been a variable to me. 
Even though by the time I was 18, I had only 
been on an airplane once—my first (and so 
far only) international trip came right after 
my 24th birthday, and that same year was 
the first time I traveled 
west of Chicago—I’ve 
since lived in five states 
(New Jersey, Indiana, 
California, Arizona and 
Illinois) in the past six 


years. I’ve always moved 
and wanted the place I’m 
heading to to be home 
for me. But the reality 

of that is I’ve never been 
happy where I am. 

After spending a year 
and a half at a newspaper 
in New Jersey, I was of- 
fered a job in Phoenix. But the catch was that 
they'd move me out to Palm Springs, Calif., 
for nine months to help transition its design 
to Phoenix. It was too perfect to pass up. 

California was great, but it was never sup- 
posed to last forever. And once my feet hit the 
pavement in Phoenix, I knew it would never 
be home to me. I didn’t love the job, and for 
the most part, I felt sort of alone. I liked to 
blame the surroundings, crappy situations and 
the job, but a good friend asked me if I ever 
tried to make the most of it. The answer was 
no. Once I got there, I already had my sights 
set on leaving again. 

At the end of August 2014, I moved to 
Chicago, a city I had been to before but knew

very little about. 

Chicago was new. It was bigger. There was 
more to do, more things to see. I reconnected 
with old friends with whom I had grown 
apart. I started a new job that gave (and gives) 
me endless opportunities to be creative. The 
city offered me new friends who balanced 
out my restlessness and anxiety. Everything 
I discovered about the city—the culture, 
the job, the people— tempered me in a way I 
wasn't expecting. I’m an anxious person, and 
it was in Chicago that I realized that’s OK 
because other people are anxious, too. It’s OK 
to overthink things as long as you don’t let it 
bury you. The world doesn’t need to be black 
and white. There’s color in there somewhere. 

It took me six years to realize that being 
happy doesn’t mean things have to be great 
all the time. Life is frustrating, emotionally 
draining, weird, fun and 
rewarding. Being happy 
and having crappy 
days aren’t mutually 
exclusive. 

There’s a lot to be 
said for trying to make 
the best of everything. 
But I think my friend 
was right when I left 
Phoenix: You have to 
want to try. Chicago 
gave me a sense of com- 
munity I had never felt 
before. United through 
freezing winters, stress-barfing Blackhawks 
games or finding the perfect burger, there are 
people here who are on your team, who know 
what you're going through, who care about 
the same things you do. And who—when the 
chips are down—are there for you no matter 
what, through anything. 

Living in Chicago hasn't been perfect, but 
even a year later, I still get giddy when I see 
the skyline or when I’m being goofy with a 
friend on a CTA platform just because I can 
be. I can’t promise that Chicago will be my 
home forever. But for the first time in a long 
time, somewhere feels like home to me, and I 
wouldn’t trade that in for anything. Not even 
California.

A recent survey by Bankrate

with student loan debt have put off 
a “major life event,” such as getting 
married, having children or buying 
a house or car, because of the debt. 
Erin Wright, 38, grew up in Chi- 
cago and earned a bachelor’s degree 
in fashion design from the former 
International Academy of Design 
& Technology in Chicago. She, too, 
said that the burden of trying to re- 
pay her student loans affected her 


life decisions. 

“My credit is destroyed,” Wright 
said. “I could barely get a good 
apartment in Chicago and had to 
pay for a cheap car with cash.” 

Wright was unable to find a full- 
time fashion job right out of school; 
she said many potential employers 
instead were offering unpaid in- 
ternships. 

Wright’s loan payback has suf- 


“I chose to not pay my student 
loans and get a (waitress) job so I 
could pay my rent,” Wright said. “I 
would be willing to pay what I can 
afford. I want to get rid of this. I 
don’t want this.” 

Wright is not alone. Millions of 
Americans are now behind on re- 
paying their federal student loans, 
and many of those who are making 
payments have made major sacri- 
fices to pay off their education. 

As of June 30, about 11.5 percent 
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of aggregate student loan debt was 
at least 90 days delinquent or in de- 
fault, a slight increase from earlier 
in the year, according to the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York’s Quar- 
terly Report On Household Debt & 
Credit. 

Outstanding student loan debt 
remained unchanged at $1.19 tril- 
lion. 

“Frankly, going to school hasn't 
benefited [me] at all,” Wright said. 
“It has made my life worse, and it 
drove me further back into the in- 
dustry I wanted to get out of in the 
first place.” 

Wright, who has federal and pri- 
vate loans, said various banks and 
collection agencies bought and sold 
her debts multiple times. Eventu- 
ally, she had numerous collectors 
demanding $400 per month. 


“T couldn't find out who had 
my loans and who owned them,” 
Wright said. “They hadn’t been 
consolidated, and were in a mini- 
mum of seven different banks. I 
didn’t know who to start paying so 
I just ignored it again. I can’t even 
find you, let alone find the money to 
pay you.” 

Smith-Brecheisen said she had to 
do a lot of research to find out how 
getting married would affect her 
payments. 

“T think that it is insane how 
challenging it is to navigate these 
systems,” Smith-Brecheisen said. “I 
was checking up on my public ser- 
vice loans forgiveness list, and it led 
me to believe that the way I’m pre- 
paying now might still not make me 
eligible for forgiveness ... | got mar- 
ried two years ago, and the tax laws 


are insane. There is not one place to 
find all of this out. It’s really easy to 
not know what is happening and fall 
behind and get taken advantage of.” 

The Bankrate survey found that 
more than half of student loan bor- 
rowers surveyed believed they did 
not receive enough information 
about the financial risks. 

“It’s ridiculous. I feel like I need 
a lawyer to advocate for me just so 
I can find out who it is I need to 
talk to,” Wright said. “The system is 
rigged in such a way that they don’t 
ever want you to get out of debt. It 
doesn’t benefit them for you to be 
student-loan-debt-free. They put 
up every obstacle they can to make 
sure you can’t do anything about it.” 

A US. Department of Educa- 
tion spokesperson said in an email 
that the Federal Student Aid office 


has taken steps to improve bor- 
rower service, including emailing 
borrowers about payment options, 
enhanced loan counseling and com- 
munication about repayment plans. 
“FSA's approach to default collec- 
tions is structured to encourage re- 
payment while ensuring borrowers 
understand both the consequences 
of their failure to repay and the op- 
tions available to help them get out 
of default,” according to a state- 
ment from the Department of Edu- 
cation. “Servicers undertake a wide 
variety of outreach efforts to pre- 
vent default, including mail, e-mail, 
and phone calls. Borrowers that are 
struggling to make their payments 
have a number of affordable op- 
tions available to them.”

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Group posts signs in support 
of proposed sober facility

A group of supporters of Rosecrance’s pro- 
posed sober facility felt compelled to do some 
canvassing of their own after reading RedEye’s 
coverage of stigmatizing pink signs recently 
found in Juniper Park near the Southport Cor- 
ridor in Chicago. 

Where there were once signs that read “You 
may have a METH ADDICT sitting here,” 
there are now ones that read, “You could have 
a HUMAN BEING sitting here” if Rose- 
crance’s proposal for sober housing is approved 
by the Zoning Board of Appeals on Oct. 16. 

But on the welcoming signs is an added 
provocation: “Believe in making the world bet- 
ter? It starts with compassion ... empathy ... in 
OUR OWN BACK YARD.” 

The newly founded group responsible for 
the latest postings is called the Big Shoulders 
Welcoming Committee. According to its 
Facebook page, it is “a community of Chicago 
residents encouraging inclusivity toward our 
neighborhood healing 
centers.” 

Molly Brennan, who 
alerted RedEye to the 
new signs on Saturday, 
said at the time, “We’re 
less than 24 hours old.” 
She said five active 
members _ collaborat- 
ed on the signs. “We 
wanted to present our 
shared idea that ad- 
dicts are us, not them.” 

“We went from a couple people to many 
within less than a day,” Brennan wrote in an 
email. “Lots of folks contacted us wanting to 
support the signage.” 

Corrbette Pasko, another member of the 
group, told RedEye in an interview, “The group 
grew pretty quickly as soon as we put ourselves 
out there.” 

“We all live in the city, and some of us live in 
the 44th [Ward],” Pasko said. “Some of us are 
parents and some of us are in recovery, and this 
is something that we feel very strongly about.” 

Both Pasko and Brennan said they have no 
affiliation with Rosecrance, which is based in 
Rockford. They will continue to canvass the 
area to promote a welcoming attitude toward 
the facility and its potential residents. 

Philip Eaton, president and CEO of Rose- 
crance, responded to the new signs. 

“We've known from the beginning that we 
had a lot of support in the community,” he 
said. “But it’s hard for those voices to be heard 
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when the opposition is so loud and when the 
comments are so derisive and personal toward 
people who have the courage to reach out for 
help.” 

When asked what kind of impact these 
new messages coming from the neighborhood 
may have on potential residents in recovery, 
Eaton said, “I think this kind of support goes 
a long way toward fighting stigma, and it may 
help someone who is struggling today find the 
strength to get the help he or she needs. Mil- 
lions of people have done that through the 
years and found their way to lasting recovery. 
That’s what this Lakeview project is all about.” 

The Lakeview Action Committee, which 
has publicly opposed the proposed facility 
but disavowed the original signs in a Facebook 
post and a RedEye interview, could not be im- 
mediately reached for comment. 

Eaton said, “The new signs represent the 
Chicago we’ve come to know and have served 
for decades—a great Midwestern city, the 
city of big shoulders where compassionate, 
forward-thinking and open-minded people lift 
one another up to achieve good for themselves 
and the community.”

There aren’t many people, even professional 
athletes, who can hold something over Mi- 
chael Jordan. 

“One thing I can do better than him is drive 
faster than him,” NASCAR star Denny Ham- 
lin said. “That’d probably be the one thing 
that he would agree with. He’s a guy that loves 
speed, loves racing.” 

Hamlin and Jordan have been friends since 
2010, when Jordan recognized the driver at 
a Charlotte Bobcats game (they since have 
changed their name back to the Hornets). In 
2011, Hamlin became the first driver to wear 
Jordan’s Jumpman logo on his racing equip- 
ment. 

Hamlin also is one of the 16 drivers who will 
compete in this year’s Chase for the Sprint 
Cup, which begins Sunday at Chicagoland 
Speedway in Joliet. Before he tries to improve 
on his final-four finish from 2014, the 34-year-

old North Carolina native sat down with Red- 
Eye to talk about how he can win a title, Jor- 
dan’s sense of style and how he’d comfort the 
Bulls legend after a tough loss. 


Have you picked up on any traits successful 
drivers share when they get to this Chase 
format? 

I think nobody really knew what it would take 
to keep advancing last year. What I’ve talked 
about is that guys were making mistakes, and 
I think consistency is what paid off for us last 
year in getting us to the final four. Now that 
that playbook has been written, teams are 
going to be aware and maybe not take as many 
risks toward the beginning of the Chase, but 
you definitely have to take risks toward the 
end to win the championship. 


What is your sense of how drivers are ac- 
cepting the revamped Chase format? Are 
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you a fan? 

I like how a win [March 29 at Martinsville} 
has gotten us to be a part of the Chase; we 
know we’re going to be a part of the playoffs 
once we have our win. [After that we could] 
race freely for the last couple of months. And 
once the Chase starts, that’s when you’ve 
really got to be on top of your game because 
the points reset and everyone starts back at 
zero again. And really the tracks suit myself 
toward the end of the Chase. 


Is risk-taking something you’re comfortable 
with? 

No doubt. We’re NASCAR drivers, so we’re 
good at taking those risks, for sure. Myself, 
it’s taking those risks on restarts, maybe 
putting your car in a position you wouldn’t 
normally put it in.

as a Chase opener? 

It fits great. There’s a lot of things that fami- 
lies can do around the racetrack. It’s a three- 
day event. People camp out there the entire 
weekend for the NASCAR race on Sunday. 
You've got a big venue there and they’ve done 
a great job of hosting. 


Yourre the first driver to have Michael Jor- 
dan’s Jumpman logo on your racing equip- 
ment. How did that relationship evolve? 

I live in Charlotte, and with Michael Jordan 
being the owner of the Charlotte Hornets, 
T’ve been a season ticket holder for the last 
seven, eight years or so. Literally [during one 
game} I’m just walking down and it’s just 
about halftime, and from where his seats are 
he stops me and says “Congratulations” on 
whatever happened a few weeks ago. And 
he’s asking me about the race that happened 
last week and I’m like, “Wow, you watch

NASCAR racing.” And he said, “Well yeah, 
I’ve been doing it my whole life and my dad 
used to take me to races. It’s something that 
our family’s always done.” 

Knowing that he’s watched me was 
interesting, so really ever since then we kind 
of struck up a friendship and we love play- 
ing golf together; that’s a lot of fun. He’s a 
great guy, a great friend first and foremost. 
Last year we were part of the championship 
battle at Homestead Miami Speedway and he 
came down there, brought his whole family 
and came and watched us in our final race. 
He was there from the morning until the 
race was over and every fan was gone out of 
the stands. [Jordan’s company provides] the 
shoes, the gloves and the suits that I race 
in, and obviously it’s very cool to have that 
Jumpman logo on your racing suit. 


Were you a big fan of Jordan before you met 
him? 

I was a fan of Jordan’s in the mid- to late ’90s 
just like everyone else was, just in awe of his 
talent. And when he came and purchased the 
Hornets, that struck up a little more interest. 
I watched basketball on TV a lot, but I never 
went to an actual game. And once I went to a 
game I was instantly hooked. I love going to 
watch games in person. 


Do any of his moves translate to the track? 
You just take his mentality as far as competi- 
tion level. He’s just a fierce competitor no 
matter what he’s doing. You have to be con- 
fident. Not cocky, but confident, that you’re 
the best out there. 


Has he offered you any advice? 

Well, he came and talked to me a little bit 
before our championship [race] run last year. 
He talked about the focus and being intense 
and all that. It worked, it’s just unfortunate 
that we had bad luck that race. We were 
looking like we could win a championship, 


with nine laps to go leading the race. Things 
just didn’t work out; a caution flew and took 
it away from us. 


Do you get the sense, when your're on the 
golf course for example, that he’s going to 
play against you until he wins? 

I’ve seen that level of intensity, but you’ve 
seen it just when he does a camp with kids or 
something. They always want to know, “Hey, 
can you still dunk?” And he’ll show you he 
can still dunk. He’s competitive, he wants to 
beat everybody in H.O.R.S.E. or one-on-one 
against anybody who plays in the NBA today. 
I never doubt him whatsoever because I’ve 
seen him still move even at the age he is now 
{52] and he can still shoot the ball amazingly. 


Have you ever received the gear from his 
company and thought, “No, that’s not going 
to work for me”? 

{Laughs.] It’s abstract. The elephant print 
goes with some things and doesn’t go with 
others. But no, when I get that shipment it’s 
something I look forward to every month. 


Say the Hornets get to the NBA Finals and 
lose. What would you say to Jordan to make 
him feel better? 

I won't feel sorry for Jordan at all. He’s got 
everything going good now. My reaction 
would be, “Wow, we made it to the Finals!” 
{Laughs.]} 


Any other favorite Jordan stories? 

People always talk about how he’s so intense. 
But he’s also a really good guy and does a lot 
for the communities around him. We’ve seen 
what he’s done for the Chicago area. He’s a 
family guy first, and I think there’s a lot to 
him that people don’t know about and how 
kind he is and how much he gives back to the 
community.

Also people didn’t 
already know me on that first album, so I 
could play in that pop field. Now I feel like 
people know me a bit more, and there are 
certain things I’ve never addressed in public 
that I feel I can address through the music. 
I’m excited about that. 


Do you feel like acting gives you an outlet 
for creating another character [Ora has had 
recent roles in “Fifty Shades of Grey” and 
“Southpaw”], allowing you to let the music 
be alittle more personal? 

Yeah, actually, that’s a good way to look at 

it. For me, where I’m like the peak of me 

is actually on stage. You can’t get any more 
exposed than that, in 
my opinion. But I love 
acting, and I definitely 
think I’ve channeled 
creating characters 
into that, so the music 
is going to be more 
personal for me now. 


Your’re actually a 
judge on the British 
version of “The X Fac- 
tor.” Have you ever 
had to appear in front 
of a judge? 

It’s so weird ... [when 
they asked me to be 
on the show] I was 
like, “I don’t know 

if I can be a judge; I 
only have one album 
out.” I thought to myself, “How can I relate 
to these people?” Then I thought, “That’s 
exactly how I felt when I met Jay Z and all 
the executives at Roc Nation [Ora signed 
with the label in 2009}.” Back then I was like, 
“{Bleep], I’ve got three minutes to prove my 
point,” so that’s how I related to it.

Twisted Spoke is a destination. Unless you’re 
a West Towner, most don’t just stumble upon 
the biker bar at the corner of Grand and 
Ogden avenues. It’s not amid a slew of hip 
new bars that bring in the action. The sur- 
rounding establishments are neighborhood 
spots, and Twisted Spoke is too, but it’s also 
so much more. 

When owner Mitch Einhorn began 
dreaming up the whiskey bar with his

brother Cliff and best friend Mike Pighini, 
they made a bold choice choosing property 
in West Town, assuming it was the next up- 
and-coming neighborhood. “We had no idea 
what we were doing,” Einhorn said. But they 
did something right. Twisted Spoke turned 
20 this year, and if you ask Einhorn the secret 
ingredient to the bar’s success, he'll tell it to 
you as straight as the whiskey in his glass: 
“We don’t give a [bleep] about trends.” 
Today, brown spirits are all the rage, and 


Twisted Spoke’s whiskey selection of some- 
where between 400 and 500 varieties is on 
the same level as the whiskey bars that are 
products of the trend. But the Spoke’s collec- 
tion has about 15 years on those other water- 
ing holes and grew from a carefully selected 
20 to 30 —all the bar had room for. At the 
time, Twisted Spoke had only four tables and 
10 seats at the bar. The industrial space has 
gone through several expansions, including a 
no-frills rooftop hangout that seats about 80

where some of the best summer sunsets can 
be seen. 

Outside the Spoke is a life-sized skeleton 
(Skelly) riding a motorcycle on a platform 
mounted to the building like a crown. Ein- 
horn and his partners all rode motorcycles, 
so a biker bar seemed like the right thing to 
do. It’s not a rough-around-the edges place 
exclusive to grizzly biker beards and their old 
ladies, however. It’s a down-to-earth joint 
that ain’t trying to impress anyone, where

lots of 20- and 30-somethings and older can 
get their after-work drinks in. 

Not only ahead of its time on the whiskey 
front, Twisted Spoke’s from-scratch menu of- 
ferings, down to the salad dressings and some 
condiments, were unusual in the bar scene 
20 years ago. “Before there was such a thing 
as a gastropub, a glorified name for a corner 
tavern,” he said. In its early days, Einhorn 
said, the kitchen wasn’t 
big enough to stock food 
for the entire day, so sup- 
plies were delivered twice 
daily. “That’s how fresh 
everything was,” he said. 

And that hasn’t 
changed. Einhorn doesn’t 
like to compromise on 
quality ingredients if they 
taste best. But you won't 
find any braggy “farm-to- 
table” this or “organic” 
that on the menus, which are just printed on 
standard white paper attached to a clipboard. 
The simplicity in which the items —from the 
renowned fatboy burgers ($12) and shrimp 
po boys ($14) to the no meat fatty ($12) and 
bacon tempura ($8)—are presented sug- 
gests that good food with quality ingredients 
doesn’t equate to bragging rights. It’s how 
food is supposed to be. This is what Einhorn 
thinks keeps people coming back. 

“We make really good food,” he said. “We

make everything from scratch, we make 
everything to order. We try to accommodate 
everyone’s needs and desires, so huge por- 
tions, and I don’t charge enough, simple stuff 
like that.” 

Unlike any new bar that opens now, it’s 
these broken-in neighborhood spots that 
truly offer an authentic relaxed atmosphere 
rather than one that’s been so carefully 
curated to appear laid- 
back. It’s places like 
Twisted Spoke that raise 
the question of whether 
such bars would survive 
if they opened today. 
Eventually, the whiskey 
craze will fade, but this 
biker bar isn’t going to 
change when the hype 
dies down. 

“In every phase, as 
people glom onto trends, 
are the people who are committed to and 
have a passion for these things,” Einhorn said, 
mentioning other Chicago essentials like 
whiskey bar Delilah’s and the Belgian-focused 
Hopleaf. “The Twisted Spoke will still be the 
Twisted Spoke. ... There are places like that 
[where] it doesn’t matter what the fashionable 
thing to do is because that’s what we like.”

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7 great reds for under $10

It’s a lot to ask in 2015: where to find a good 
bottle of wine for $10 or less. Call these reds 
what you like—everyday wine, old reliable, 
vin de casa. When you find one you really like, 
buy a case of it. Get to know it well. You will 
always have a bottle to pull when guests come 
over, and you will always have a bottle to take 
to a party without having to stop and shop. 

When you hand a bottle to your hosts and 
tell them it’s your go-to wine, it seems that 
much more special to them. Your stamp of 
approval tells them that you did not just lunge 
at the first display you saw. 

Would it be great to hand someone a really 
nice, really expensive bottle of Burgundy and 
tell them it’s your go-to wine? Sure. And if you 
have that kind of dough, congratulations on 
your life of hard work and luck. But if you are 
just starting your wine journey, or you’ve been 
on the path for a while but don’t mind saving 
a little jingle, you might take a look at these 
wines. 


The 2013 Casillero del Diablo Reserva Cab- 
ernet Sauvignon ($9) is made by Concha y 
Toro, one of Chile’s biggest and best wineries. 
Expect green pepper, blackberry, plum and a 
touch of oak in a wine with some young, grippy 
tannins and a full body. Drink it with a steak or 
some blue cheese. Or both at once. 

From the famous Mendoza region of Ar 
gentina, the 2014 Alamos Malbec ($10) offers 
up ripe raspberry, candied fruit, white pepper 
and spice. Pair it with a steak and participate in 
what is practically the national sport of Argen- 
tina—eating red meat and drinking Malbec. 

The 2013 Santa Rita 120 Carmenere ($9) 
is a great representation of Carmenere, the 
wheelhouse grape of Chile, and the 120 series 
is named for the 120 soldiers who, after a day 
of fighting for Chile’s independence, rested 
overnight in the Santa Rita cellars. Herbal and 
earthy, with a tinge of green pepper and a silky 
texture, you could pair it with chicken or lamb, 
or some ripe cheeses at the end of the night. 

Look for the diamond shape on the label of

the 2013 Rosemount Estate Shiraz ($9), and 
expect a medium- to full-bodied explosion of 
raspberry, licorice, plum and a touch of oak. 
This wine cries out for just about any meat 
from the grill with some char on it. 

France’s famed Rhone Valley is the birth- 
place of the 2014 La Vieille Ferme ($8), a 
blend that is definitely more of a food wine 


than a straight-up sipper. Pair it with lamb or 
a hearty stew. The wine’s herbal qualities, dark 
fruits and long finish might make you pause to 
reflect between bites. 

The 2014 Borsao Garnacha ($9) is made 
from 85 percent Garnacha (aka Grenache) 
and 15 percent Tempranillo, two of Spain’s 
greatest grapes. A peppery nose leads to 
spices and even some mocha at times. Its soft 
mouthfeel would allow you to drink this wine 
all night on its own. 

I would stop short of characterizing the 
2012 Castle Rock California Cuvee Pinot Noir 
($10) as Burgundian, but it does lean more to- 
ward the Old World than the jammy fruits of 
a lot of West Coast US. Pinot Noirs. It starts 
with black cherry and takes a slow journey to 
spice town. Pair it with salmon or lamb. 

The best thing about $10 wine is that it 
costs $10. If you don’t like it, it has set you 
back about $2 a glass. If you do like it, it’s not 
out of the question to buy a case and make it 
your go-to. Gotta start somewhere.

Director of Scientology doc 
says he’s ready for round 2

Alex Gibney was one of the big winners at last 
Saturday night’s Creative Arts Emmys, taking 
home three statues: for documentary or non- 
fiction special and for directing and writing 
for nonfiction programming. 

His documentary “Going Clear: Scientol- 
ogy and the Prison of Belief,” which was based 
on Lawrence Wright’s book, was one of HBO’s 
most-watched in years—and drew the ire of 
the church, which 
launched a counter 
attack against the 
filmmaker, as well as 
those he interviewed. 

Yet Gibney says 
he’s ready for round 
two. “There’s a lot 
more material already 
that I’ve received and a lot more information 
to come out,” he told reporters backstage af- 
ter his multiple wins. “And at least so far, the 
IRS has not revoked (the church’s) tax exemp- 
tion. So there’s more to be done.” 

But Gibney said he wanted to make the film 
not just to take on the church. “When I read 
Lawrence Wright’s book, it was very powerful 
both because it took on the human rights abus- 
es of the Church of Scientology, and it looked 
more deeply into this idea of the prison of be- 
lief—that very smart, very capable people can 
fall into a system of belief,” he said. “If the cura- 
tors of that belief take advantage of them, they 
can end up doing terrible things. That made it 
both about the Church of Scientology and also

something more universal.” 

The response to the film, he says, has been 
gratifying—and has affected him personally. 
“What changed me was something odd that 
I didn’t really expect,” he said. “I understood 
better how it is possible to fall into a kind 
of belief system even if you’re a really smart 
person ... because that belief system becomes 
part of your identity. And that makes me look 
at some of the things that I do day to day.” 

He reported that he did have to deal with 
a fair amount of pushback from the church, 
but dismissed it as “attempts to get inside my 
head,” he said. 

“We were flooded with a Niagara Falls of 
legal letters and legal threats, none of which 
were made real. No lawsuits prevailed.” What 
was far worse, he said, was what was faced by 
the people who appeared in the film: “a good 
bit of harassment by private investigators, 
threats by members in the church, physical 
threats, economic threats,” he said. “They 
had a tougher time.” 

Gibney also issued a challenge to Tom 
Cruise, whom he said has been presented 
with “documented proof” of the church's 
human rights abuses. “What’s up with Tom 
Cruise? ... Why won't he address these issues? 

.. He’s done nothing,” Gibney said. “The 
Church of Scientology itself says that he is the 
one reason people keep coming to the church. 
... A billion people know about the church be- 
cause of Tom Cruise. So that being the case, 
why isn’t he fulfilling the responsibility to at 
least address these issues?”
